SAN MATEO 10 HAVE NEW HOSTELRY 


Work to Be Commenced Immediately With the 
Hope of Housing Guests by May 1 
J H Doolittle to Be Manager 


San Mateo is at last to have a hotel which will 
be one of the finest on the Pacific Coast. The cele- 
brated Hayward mansion is to form the nucleus of 
the hostelry, but its identity will be lost in the addi- 
tions to be made to the residence of the late mil- 
lionaire. The San Mateo Hotel Company is the 
name of the corporation which, through Baldwin & 
Howell, has just closed the purchase of fifteen acres 
of land and the mansion at about $125,000. Under 
the conditions of the sale the hotel company is re- 
quired to expend not less than $250,000 on the new 
building. The officers of the company are: Captain 
John Barneson, president; John H. Coleman, vice- 
president; Paul Pinckney, secretary; T. R. Turner, 
treasurer, and James H. Doolittle, manager. The 
name of the hotel will be The Peninsula. 

The directors, who are all residents of San Mateo, 
are: Captain John Barneson, T. R. Turner, James H. 
Doolittle, J. H. Coleman, George C. Ross, E. A. 
Husing, and Joseph Levy. The magnificent mansion 
will be modified to conform to the needs of the hotel, 
and a new building of about one hundred rooms will 
be added to it at once. Architects are already at 
work on the plans, and construction work will be 
rushed as rapidly as possible, as the management 
desires to have the hotel thrown open for guests by 
May Ist. There is no prettier hotel site in the State 
than that selected for The Peninsula. The mansion, 


which cost over $150,000, is situated in the midst of 
fourteen and a half acres, which have been improved 
along the most artistic lines that money and talent 
could produce. Ornamental trees, shrubs, lawns, 
lakes, fountains, plants, and flowers in endless vari- 
ety enter into the harmony scheme of beautification, 
which makes it one of the most attractive spots 
imaginable. 

The present hotel project was undertaken in re- 
sponse to an urgent necessity. Its proximity to San 
Francisco, the superior climate, and the charm of 
the natural environment and conditions generally 
have not only presented an opportunity, but have 
created a demand for a hostelry to accommodate the 
wealthy classes away from the confusion and dis- 
comforts of a city in the period of rebuilding, yet 
easily accessible to it. With the completion of the 
Bay Shore cut-off, which is promised for next spring, 
and the installation of the new $12,000 cars on the 
suburban electric line before the holidays, trans- 
portation facilities will be all that any could desire. 

Manager Doolittle is recognized as one of the most 
successful hotel men in California. His management 
of the St. Nicholas and all his previous enterprises 
have demonstrated his fitness for larger undertak- 
ings, and furnish ample evidence that he will be equal 
to the demand of this. The enterprise was under- 
taken and has been brought to a successful issue 
by the promotion committee of the San Mateo 
Board of Trade, in conjunction with Captain John 
Barneson. Among the largest stockholders, in addi- 
tion to the directors, are William H. Crocker, Eugene 
de Sable, J. Pauson, Antoine Borel, Harry Cohn, 
J. A. Clover, Louis S. Beedy, J. M. Rowell, James B. 
Smith, and about fifty San Mateo people. It is the 
intention of the company to add annexes to the 
building from year to year, until a 500-room house 
is realized.
